COLORADO HIT 
LOVELAND (Colo.) June 10.— 
One life was lost and roads, 
bridges and farm property were 
damaged by flood waters late Sat- 
urday night and early Sunday 
morning, when the Redstone River 
poured a great volume of water 
in the Buckhorn River, seven miles 
west of Loveland. The floods fol- 
lowed one of the heaviest rains 
recorded in this section of Colorado 
in many years. The rush of 
water caused the Buckhorn reser- 
voir spillway to give way. Kesi- 
dents of the district say the entire 
Buckhorn valley was flooded. 
Richard Foot, 10 years of age, 
was drowned, and his body carried 
away by the overfiowing waters of 
the Redstone, while his uncle, F. J.

Advices received here stated | 


sourt and Kansas still are suffer- a 


FIREMEN TO

Aviator Signals Alarm; 
Saves Apartment House 
From Destruction

NEW YORK, June 10. — The 
screech of a siren horn shrilling 
above the roar of an airplane mo- 
tor directly ‘overhead. caused Fire 
Captain Keeton of engine com- 
pany No. 73, to jump to his feet 
this afternoon and gaze at the 
aviator, who was leaning over the 
side of the cockpit and waving his 
arm at him. 
The plane then wheeled in the 
air, the siren sounding sharper 
than ever, and dashed two blocks 
up Prospect avenue, where it cir- 
cled over a large apartment-house 
at the cornér of Fox street, sev- 
eral times. 
The fire captain saw smoke, shot 
with flame, seeping from the 
building. He shouted an order to 
the men and darted into the quar- 
ters to take his seat on the appara- 
tus. As the engine came out, the 
aviator spiraled upward and sped 


way. 
Due to the aviator’s warning the 
blaze was confined to the upper 
story of the building, occupied by 
more than forty families.

Cabinet Was Inspired 
by Militari

PEKING, June 10.—Practically

WIRES MILITARY CHIEF 

President Li said he believed he 
struck at the root of the entire 
affair when he telegraphed to Mar- 
shal Tsao Kun, Chihli military 
leader, and Gen. Wu Pei-Fu, mili- 
tary sponsor for the Peking gov- 
ernment, demanding to know what 
they propose to do in regard to 
hie attitude. 
While the President was being 
interviewed by newapaper men. «a 
demonstration was in progress out- 
side the palace wails. Thw demon- 
stration, President Li said, was 
teing staged “at a few coppers per 
head.” The President stated his 
services had been gratuitous, as 
he had not received a cent in sal- 
ary 


Parliament is silent in the pres- 
ent crisis, he declared, because its 
existence @epends upon the finan- 
cial support of the militarists since 
they withhold the revenues which 
should reach the government. 


CP TO PARLIAMENT 
However, he said. if Parliament

ment. The total area of Alaska is 
690,884 square miles. Its immen- 
sity can only be realized when a 
comparison with the area of the 
United States shows that it is one- 
fifth as large as the total territory 
embraced in the forty-eight States 
of the Union. Likewise ite size is 
equal to the entire area included in 
the Loulsiana purchase. Only a 
small part of Alaska has actually 
been surveyed under the rectan- 
gular system to throw public land 
open to settlement by homestead 
entry. Out of its total of 378,165,- 
780 acres, the number of acres sur- 
veyed by the General Land Office 
reaches but 1,600,000. This does 
not, however, includé surveys 
made by the government covering 
the geographic, the geological and 
the topographic features of the 
country. 

The population of Alaska pre- 
sents an interesting problem. For 
years after this country became 
American territory there was 3a 
slow but gradual increase in the 
number of inhabitants. Ten years 
ago, following the census of 1910, 
the population began to dwindle 
and as a result. 10,000 people left 
Alaska between 1910 and 1920. Ite 
permanent population is now fixed 
at approximately 60,000, of which 
about one-half are whites and the 
other half Indians, Eskimos and 
persons of divers nationalities. 
Along with the decrease in inhab- 
itanfs has come a corresponding 
lowes in the commerce and trade of 
Alaska. The total commerce in 
1920 amounted to $106.000,000, as 
compared with $63,000,000 in 1921, 
a decrease of $43,000.00. Figures 
received for the year 1922 indicate 
a recovery of $20,780,000, but 
Alaska is still $22,000,000 short of 
its commerce in 1920 and no one 
knows how many millions of dol- 
lare in trade could be developed if 
adequate transportation cilities 
were supplied, and large numbers 
of eturdy Americans were induced 
to migrate to the territory and de- 
velop it. 


MINERAL TREASURES 
Alaska’s greatest resource is its 
minéral wealth. There is gold, 
silver, copper, zinc, antimony and 
tungsten in immense quantities. 
Deposits of coal, including bitu- 
minous and lignite. have been 


have oil and petroleum, in addition 
to platinum, lead ores, quicksilver, 
gtaphite and asbestos. The min- 
eral output of Alaska in 1922 
amounted to approximately $18.- 


000,000, an increase of $1,000,000 |

still behind its previous records. 
The partial stagnation of the min- 
ing industry in the territory is due 
to the decrease in population, in- 
ability to transport mining machin- 
ery over the poor roads and trails, 
and lack of capital to sink shafts in 
the mines.

IS PROGRESSING 


Recommendations to Reach

WASHINGTON, June 10.—With 
investigators now in Europe, South 
America and Cuba, the Tariff Com- 
mission has its inquiries under the 
flexible tariff!’ in such shape that 
recommendations for changes in 
duties will begin to reach the Pres- 
ident In the fall and most of the 


pending cases will be closed up 
by the middle of the winter. Near- 


ly thirty commodities are affected | 


by the investigations actually in 
progress, while numerous others 
are involved in applications and 
proposals to inquire into duties on 
the initiativ® of the commission. 

The investigators now in Europe 
are dealing with items of the 
chemical echedule. This group, 
headed by C. R. Delong, chief of 
the chemical division of the Tar- 
iff’ Commiasion, has completed a 
study of coats of producing linseed 
oll and is now in Nor- 
way. The members expect to go 
to Germany in the near future. 
They are dealing with nearly «a 


dozen different items in the sched- 


ule of the tariff law which re- 

lates to chemicals and oils. 
Reports received by the com- 

mission from Mr. Delong indicate 


that he has been successful in ob- 
itaining data relative to costs of 
‘production in England although 


some difficulties in obtaining accéss 
to information of this character 
have been encountered. The Tar- 
iff’ Commission Mvestigators have 
no way of compelling foreign af- 
faire to disclose their costs and 
euch information as is obtained 
must be obtained through volun- 
tary co-operation. 

Textile and metals experts of the 
commission have not as yet gone 
to Europe although they are plan- 
ning to do so. Half a dozen rep- 
resentatives of the commission are 
at work obtaining information re- 
garding costs of manufacture of 
hosiery in Pennsylvania mills.

ASK LARGE LOAN 


Treasury Will Seek $150, 
000,000 to Aid Financing 


America’s Great War-Time 
Debt is Being Shaved 


$145,000,000 Sur plus 


A. NIGHT WIRE.) 
WASHINGTON, June 10. — The 
Treasury tonight announced it 
would seek a loan of $1560,000,000 
to round out its financing for the 
current fiscal year, ending the 


30th inet. The new certificates of 
indebtedness will mature iu six 
months, and, it is expected, will 
be retired largely by tax receipts 
in the next two quarterly pay- 
ments. The interest rate will be 
4 per cent, slightly lower than pre- 
vious offerings of government se- 
curities have paid. 


TO REFUND DEBT 


The new issue will enable the 
government to conclude the re- 
funding of the short-dated debt, 
begun in 1921. and no further 
fnancing will be necessary, it was 
stated officially, until the middle 
of September. Proceeds of the 
new certificate offer, which will be 
dated, expected to amount to 
$350,000,000 or more, will take 
care of certificates of indebtedness 
maturing on that date and pro- 
vide for thé running expenses of 
the government until September 
15, next. Maturing certificates 
must be cared for then and officials 
expect that some new financing 
will have to be done at that time. 

The new offering will result in a 
direct reduction in the volume of 
certificates outstanding. About 
$200,000,000 in certificates mature 
the 15th inst.. and the probabil- 
ity that the treasury will be able 
to redeem them, make the interest 
payments, on the public debt in 
June, July and August, and care 
for the ordinary expenditures at 
the same time, gives cauee, it was 
declared, for genera] satisfaction 
as to the progress made in shav- 
ing the war-time debt 
whic at one me proached 
$25,000,000,000. 


LARGE CUSTOMS RECEIPTS 

Among the reasons enabling the 
treasury, according to officials, to 
cut down the debt, is increased 
customs receipts which, on the 
basis of totals for eleven’ montha, 
will add $550,000,000 for the pres- 
ent fiscal year. At the same time, 
greater revenue has been obtained 
from internal taxes on income and 
profits.

Southern Part of State Sets 


Pace for Depth 
Many of Them Down More 
Than Mile 
Europe Still Experimenting 
at 7000 Feet 


When it comes to deep drilling, 
Southern California sets the whole 
world a pace. Europe has several 
experimental wells down 6000 to 
7000 feet, and Pennsylvania has 
one well past the 7000-foot mark, 
but it is also an experiment. The 
Golden State has a number which 
are not experiments in any sense 
of the word. 


Southera California already has 
developed production at a depth of 
one mile, and geologists say they 
think oi] will be found in some 
of the southern fields at 6000 feet. 
The Standard Oil Company has 
four holes deeper than 6000 feet, 
but not o uction 
from them. 


DEEP WELL ABANDONED 
The deepest of these is the Stand- 
ard’s Torrance well at Huntington 
Beach. It was abandoned recent- 
ty at a depth of 6680 feet. Oper- 
ators have estimated that this hole 
— have cost’ more than $259,- 
The other deep Standard holes 
are the “duster” in the Kettleman 
Hille near McKittrick, which is 
6602 feet deep: the Packard No. i 
on the south side of the Elk Hills.

BELOW AVERAGE

An oats condition of 85% is 
the lowest for June, with t ex* 
ception of six times since 1886. 
or a period of 37 years. Many 
things can happen to a crop of 
both spring and winter wheat, as 
well as other grains, between now 
and harvest, and there have been 
numerous years when serious 
damage has resulted after the mid- 
dle of June. 

Europe has a better crop promise 
in the last year. Russia is ex- 
pected to do some exporting, al- 
though latest repoftts from there 
are less favorable and suggest that 
there will be less grain there than 
early expectations. * 

Exporting countries will have 
more than enough’ wheat to go 
around, and importing countries 
are expected to need less for the 
coming season.
